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Ike Takes New Jack, Says 
Adlai 'Untutored' For Job 


'P PITTSBURGH, Oct 28-UR-Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower has opened 
a new line of attack on Gov. Adlai 
Stevenson, asserting that his Dem­ 
ocratic presidential opponent is 
“ untutored in the tough business of 
world relations.” 
He implied, without spelling It 
out In so msny words, that Stev­ 
enson Is not quellfled to deal with 
the Russians. 
most solemn hope,” he as­ 
s e r te d in a speech here, “ is that 
men who talk this language are 
never allowed in the name of the 
American people to go to Moscow, 
or to some future Yalta or Pots­ 
dam.” 
The words ‘‘this language” re­ 
ferred to Stevenson’s speech in Sen 
Francisco last May. Eisenhower, 
quoting from that pronouncement, 
said Stevenson talked of “ prolong­ 
e d public discussion of what it will 
' ne necessary to concede” to Soviet 
Russia. 
The general’s comment was: 
“This is the language that in­ 
vites war itself.” 


HE RECALLED too that in the 
past there were men who describ­ 
ed the Chinese Communists as 
“harmless 
agrarian 
reformers,” 
that is, people primarily concerned 
jwith land reform in China, and not 
^Chinese political and military ag­ 
gressors obeying orders on all 
counts from the Kremlin. Eisen­ 
hower said they have shown “ some 
signs of progress in political edu­ 
cation.” 
Then, stirring a storm of ap­ 
plause, he commented: 
“There is something more ser­ 
ious in this line of talk. It betrays 
again the mentality that is com 
'miletely untutored in the tough busi 
ness of world relations.” 
This was the line Elsenhower 
was expected to pursue from now 
until the end of the campaign. 
He returned from 
a daylong 
sweep through Pennsylvania and 
immediately boarded an automo­ 
bile for a series of appearances In 
the heavily populated areas around 
New York and on Long Island. His 
schedule calls for him to spend the 
Jnext three days near New York 
City in an intensive effort to build 


his strength In a state which is con­ 
sidered doubtful. 
Shortly after his arrival in New 
York, the general ipeaks briefly 
at the Borough Hall in Queens 
County and then travels in a motor­ 
cade through more than a dozen 
communities in Nassau County.

REPUBLICANS hope to pile up 
a heavy majority in these two coun­ 
ties in an effort to offset an antici­ 
pated heavy Democratic turnout in 
New York City. 
Eisenhower is now pounding hard 
on the argument that ending the 
Korean War is the first and most 
important issue in this campaign. 
He is reminding every audience of 
his pledge to go to Korea, if he is 
elected. His purpose, he says, is to 
gather first-hand information and, 
armed with this, to find a formula 
for a 
“speedy and honorable” 
peace. 
At the same time, he gives evi­ 
dence of having taken note of 
the 
Democrat retorte 
to his 
pledge. 
They ridiculed him for making 
*a grandstand play.” They said he 
couldn’t discover anything in Ko­ 
rea that he can’t learn in Washing- 


ton and they said that if he has 
some new thoughts about how to 
bring the war to a dote, he should 
state them now, and not wait until 
after the election. 
Eisenhower said he thought that 
if he could save the life of one sold­ 
ier by making the trip, it would be 
worth the effort. 
Eisenhower’s main speech was 
not devoted entirely to the Korean 
war and peace. He said that was 
one of “two giant tasks.”

THE OTHER, he said, is “the 
protection of the people against 
economic disaster at home.” 
On the second count, he charged: 
“The Truman administration has 
never found the way to create the 
conditions necessary for high am 
ployment in America without the 
prop of international conflict or in- 
ternational tensions. 
“The administration has deliber 
ately fostered inflation, through 
every known device, in anticipation 
of a postwar deflation. How wrong 
they were! They theorized that a 
little inflation would be a good 
thing 
as they pursued policies 
which inevitable resulted in fore 
ing up prices.”

Whether or not Circleville is to have a change 
in its form of government will be decided at the 
polls next Tuesday.

City Charter-Step By Step 


The general laws of this state 
largely control the public health 
setup in any community. This is 
one of the fields of law that cannot 
be changed by provisions of t h e 
charter. The state by its laws has 
preempted the questions of public 
health in most cases. 
However, Sections 93-95 of the 
charter do provide for the exer­ 
cise of the health powers a n d 
duties under the terms of a char­ 
ter. 
Provisions are made for the com­ 
bination of the city health district 
with any other health district; as 
an example, with the county. The 
charter retains the present board 
of health that has been created by 
the laws of this state and provides 
that new members to this board 
shall hereafter be appointed by the 
mayor with the approval of t h e 
council. 
The charter does provide for 
council by ordinance to have local 
health laws and sanitary matters 
enforced by either the board of

The infant industry born on a 
cold Feb. 13, in 1947, when Ludac 
No. 1 oil well in A lberta spurted 
forth a mud, oil and gas gusher 
before the excited eyes of 500 cold 
w atchers, has in five astounding 
years become a giant. 
By late 1950 the 1,127-mile In­ 
terprovincial pipeline from Red- 
w ater, near A lberta’s capital of 
Edm onton, had been completed to 
Superior, VVis. A fter spring thaw s 
in 1951, 
new 
620-foot tankers, 
am ong the largest in the world, 
■tarted hauling their 115,000-barrel 
loads of crude oil through the 
G reat Lakes to huge refineries at 
Sarnia, Ont., across the St. Clair 
river from Michigan.

LAST October, bulldozers and 
ditching 
machines started Can­ 
ada’s first big oil products pipe­ 
line from the Sarnia refineries to 
Toronto, via London and with a 
spur line to the big industrial port 
city of Hamilton. 
This 200-mile line is expected 
to sta rt operation late this year. 
Its ultim ate capacity will be 29,000 
barrels a day. It will carry gaso­ 
line, Diecel oil and fuel oils direct 
to Canada’s second largest city 
far from the A lberta wells that 
produce the crude petroleum.

N atural gas was an 
explosive issue in A lberta’s elec­ 
tions. 
The provincial government hopes 
to a ttra c t large chemical and plas­ 
tic industries and wishes to be 
certain th at native natural gas 
will supply all needs In A lberta 
before shipping this precious re­ 
source outside. 
A billion dollars have gone into 
oil explorations, and in the next 
three or four years another billion 
is expected to develop many new 
wells and greatly increase proven 
reserves. 
Three possible new m arket re­ 
gions are being carefully evaluated 
for the new Canadian oil, two in 
the United States. These are the 
United States Pacific northwest, 
the Minnesota area and the Mon 
treal region. 
Canadians estim ate 
that by 1955 the United States P a­ 
cific northw est will need 300,000 
barrels of petroleum products a 
day, th a t Minnesota will need an 
treal to Toronto and Hamilton is i even greater amount, and th at 


Canadians face the barrier of 
United States tariffs of 21 cents 
a barrel. This is equivalent in cost 
to sending the sam e barrel of oil 
800 miles in a tanker. This tariff 
complicates their problem of com­ 
peting in United States markets 
with our native oil products. 
C urrent thinking is that the 
United States Pacific northwest 
may be C anada’s most promising 
new m arket. Big refineries are be­ 
ing constructed at Vancouver to 
be ready when Canada crude start« 
pouring through the transmoun­ 
tain pipeline early in 1954. 
C anada's big oil development has 
had far-reaching effects. Numer­ 
ous homes have installed oil burn­ 
ers. 
Locomotives in the praiftes 
now burn oil. Vast quantities of 
equipment and supplies have to ba 
m anufactured for the oil industry. 
Im perial Oil alone in 1950 placed 
some $57 million worth of orders 
with 6,348 Canadian companies. 
Pipeline requirem ents have # been 
enormous.

The Western Hemisphere 
possesses about one-third of the 
world’s oil reserves, but uses more 
than two-thirds of the petroleum 
products consumed. 
Defenscwise, when you remem­ 
ber the numerous oii tankers sunk 
by German submarines in World 
W ar U. C anada’s oil assumes great 
trategic importance. Oil In these 
vast new reserves can in an emer­ 
gency reach refineries in both Can­ 
ada and the United States by in­ 
ternal pipelines and G reat Lakes 
tankers not vulnerable to enemy 
action a t sea. 
Canada’s oil can 
serve North America well in war 
or peace. 


'Hook' Target

By nightfall the Marines had re­ 
captured all but two or three out­ 
posts guarding “The Hook.” 
In a m essage to his men, Maj. 
Gen A. E. Pollack, 1st Marine Di­ 
vision commander, said: 
“ You have all the 
air

and ammunition you need in back 
of you. Keep pushing them. Keep 
the pressure on.” 
The Communists Sunday knock­ 
ed a hole in the UN lines and seiz­ 
ed one end of “The Hook,” a mile- 
long ridge northeast of Panmun- 
jom. The Red attack opened with a 
thunderous artillery barrage. Then 
about 2,000 Chinese s w a r m e d 
across the three-mile front. 
The Marines counterattacked at 
9 p. m. and fought up a trench atop

This is the first time he ever in­ 
vested anything more than emo­ 
tion in a candidate. Obviously, it 
must be quite an experience. For 
the first time in years, his chest 
protrudes more than his stomach. 
He now takes a personal, posses­ 
sive view at the state of the na­ 
tion He watches the progress of 
the campaign the way an inves­ 
tor checks the latest quotation on 
his stock. 
He has begun thinking of him­ 
self as a 
President-maker. He 
now sneaks glances in the mirror, 
trying out long, black cigars for 
size. At almost any moment I ex­ 
pect him to ask whether vested 
interests are still wearing frock 
coats. 
My friend is trying very hard 
not to be the Edward Arnold type 
of kingmaker—overbearing, de­ 
manding, dictatorial, i suspect he 
thinks of himself more as the 
Ronald Coleman type—quiet, sub­ 
tle, restrained and yet firm in 
keeping his hands on the reins 
of history. 
He tries not to act differently 
in public. But riding the sub­ 
ways, he can’t help thinking: 
isn’t it a dramatic irony? Here 
are all these people talking about 
and reading about the campaign 
and little do they know that the 
deceptively plain - looking man 
next to them is a power behind 
the throne. Sort of a mystery 
man of finance, a Basil Zahar- 
off or Mark Hanna disguised as 
the man in the street.

can’t help 
thinking, that he and his candi­ 
date ought to get together. He’d 
give his nominee lots of advice. 
“1 think we can cut some cam 
paign expenses here and there,” 
my friend would say. “Are you, 
for example, getting round-trip 
family rates from the railroads? 
Couldn’t you rent out advertis­ 
ing space on the sides of the 
train? Why not ride in a smaller 
car in the motorcades and get 
more 
miles 
to

gallon? 
Couldn’t that confetti be saved 
and used again in the next town? 
My friend knows that a half 
hour of preferred television time 
costs about $55,000. He has fig­ 
ured it out that he is paying for 
about one-tenth of a second. How 
much can a man say in that 
time? A phrase, a word, a syl- 
lable? Whatever it is, my friend 
insists his candidate make it 
clear and loud. He has night 
mares about the nominee cough­ 
ing on his time.

ISTANBUL (AP) 
Turkey and 
Greece — close military partners 
in NATO — ire trying to patch up 
a neighborly quarrel over fishing 
rights in the historic Aegean Sea. 
Every now and then the Turkish 
coast guard fires on and captures 
a Greek fishing trawler on charges 
of poaching in Turkish coastal wa­ 
ters.

Child Problems 
and Solutions 


By GARRY CLEVELAND MYERS. PhD 


By the time the baby is a year 
of age he may be able to feed him­ 
self or help feed himself solid foods 
or semi-solid foods. He can hold his 
own bottle while lying down with it. 
With the excellent prepared 
foods in small cans or jars hi 
m can't so easily help himself, and 
the sensible mother does not en­ 
courage him to do so till consid­ 
erably later. 
Also, she may not find it prac­ 
tical when he is only twelve months 
old to let him eat cereal alone. You 
see, his early self-feeding is with 
his bare hands, though he can learn 
to handle a spoon earlier t h a n 
most mothers suppose. 
Yet this baby needs experience 
at chewing, and as prepared strain 
ed foods are so convenient, he can 
be kept on them too long for suf 
ficient chewing experience. 
However, around the age of a 
year or earlier, the wise mothc»- 
lets him have, after his regular 
feeding, some small pieces of toast 
(almost crumbs), zweibach, flakes 
of dry cereal, cooked c h o p p e d 
meat, or shredded chicken or beef, 
t even small cylinders of cooked car- 
rots and the like. He enjoys picking 
up these bits of food with his fin­ 
gers and eating them from the tray 
of his high chair. 


be no higher than the common 
chair, can now be raised to be as 
high as the average high chair. 
By the time the child is two he 
may be feeding himself most or 
all of his meal while eating with 
the family one or more times a 
day. 
Even then he will do best with 
his bare hands, though he will learn 
to use a spoon more and more. 
Most mothers, alas, are loathe 
to let the little child so young feed 
himself before he can do so with 
a spoon, and are too insistent on 
his use of a spoon. 
Yet the mess he makes is nothing 
in comparison with his gain in self- 
help and enjoyment in connection 
with food. 
If during his second and third 
year he is allowed and encouraged 
to feed himself about as he likes, 
he will enjoy eating more a n d 
more because of the self-activity. 
He doesn’t put the food into his 
mouth faster than he wishes or 
more of it than he wants. There 
hardly will be later trouble to get 
him to eat enjoyably, if his parents 
let him alone and do not urge him 
to feed himself what he doesn’t 
want or take over and feed him 
themselves. 


AND WHAT satisfaction he may 
have from gnawing at a chicken 
bone stripped of dangerous parts. 
Usually the baby up to two years 
of age is fed before the family eats. 
While putting him to bed t h e n 
might be convenient, there’s much 
to be said about letting him sit with 
the family while they eat, if he can 
be fairly comfortable. From this 
experience he can gain an early 
feeling of belonging to the family 
If safely harnessed to the high 
chair, then he can be on a com- 
fortanle level where he can see and 
hear with ease. A safer chair f o r 
him is a kind of table with t h e 
seat suspended from its center.

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PROGRESS AND PEACE 
THE BRITISH ARE STILL congratulat­ 
ing themselves on the “great success” of 
their first atomic weapon test in the Monte 
Bellos Islands off Australia. Americans do 
not begrudge them their intense feeling of 
satisfaction. We are rather boastful our­ 
selves, when we set off a new a t o m i c 
gadget. The test off Australia is serving to 
restore British feelings of pride and self- 
confidence, which have suffered some rude 
shocks since the war. That is all to the net 
advantage of the Anglo-American alliance. 
London dispatches disclose that studies 
are being made for the installation of im­ 
proved atomic breeder equipment at Har­ 
well, center of British atomic activities. 
Under proper “breeding” it is estimated 
that 10 tons of uranium could meet all the 
power requirements of the United King­ 
dom for a vear. 
* 
Like so much else affecting peaceful use 
of atomic heat, progress at Harwell is 
bound to be slow. Several large British in­ 
dustrial concerns have been approached to 
help in the reactor program, but are at 
present disinterested. Their first concern is 
in rearmament or the export trade, not in 
the at present remote commercial possibil­ 
ities of atomic power. In this as in other 
important fields of human welfare, prog­ 
ress must await disarmament, which de­ 
pends upon a secure peace.

IRAN’S FUTURE 
WHAT THE FUTURE HOLDS for Iran, 
now that diplomatic relations with Great 
Britain have been severed, is not evident. 
No oil is being produced and none is in 
sight. 
Inasmuch as Iranian national revenues 
depend, to a major extent, on oil revenues, 
the financial plight of the Iranian govern­ 
ment is bound to deteriorate further. 
Severance of one of its important West­ 
ern ties can bring no benefit to Iran, other 
•than an immediate sense of vengeance to 
Dr. Mossadegh and his fanatical followers. 
It is certain that the Iranian government 
and the mass of the population do not want 
to become a satellite of the Soviet Union. 
Yet Communism will find opportunities in 
the retrogressing state of the I r a n i a n 
m asses, in the deterioration of morale in 
Iran’s governmental services and in t h e 
prolonged impasse with the Anglo-Ameri­ 
can countries, which want nothing so much 
as to get Iranian oil into production again 
and to save Iran from plunging toward na­ 
tional suicide.

One hundred and twenty-two thousand

have fought and so has Lana Turner. 
Nearly 375,000 coal miners are on strike. 
The labor members of the War Stabiliza­ 
tion Board accuse the public members of 
violating the law. Reports are afloat that 
Dr. John R. Steelman in the White House 
engineered the miners* rise of $1.90 an hour 
so that John L. Lewis would support Adlai 
Stevenson. Who knoW6 what these politi­ 
cians can do? The coal strike is already 
producing lay-offs on the railroads.

Wood Alcohol Safe In Your Car 
But Deadly In Your Stomach 
If HUMAN N. BUNDESKN, M.D. 
NOT so long ago, newspapers 
were carrying the story about 
forty-one persons who died from 
drinking wood alcohol. The moral 
of this story is: Don't let it hap­ 
pen to you! 
Wood or methyl alcohol Is safe 
in your radiator, but not in your 
body, where it is a deadly poison. 
Sthyl alcohol, the type used in 
alcoholic drinks and medicines, 
does not cause such dangerous 
reactions. 
Adulterated Beverages 
Usually, wood alcohol poison­ 
ing is caused by drinking adul­ 
terated beverages which are not 
bottled under the supervision of 
the government. 
At one time this type of poison­ 
ing was very common. It is not 
too rare to hear of a case even 
today, but strict government reg­ 
ulations on the manufacture of 
alcohol have cut down the num­ 
ber of poisonings. 
Trouble in seeing Is one of the 
first symptoms a person has after 
drinking wood alcohol. His vision 
may be blurred, and the light 
may Irritate his eyes. Temporary 
blindness can also occur. In 
severe cases, Irritation to the 
nerves of the eye may cause 
permanent blindness. 
Other Results 
The victim usually has severe 
abdominal pains with nausea and 
vomiting. He feels weak and 
dizzy, complains of headache, 
and may suffer from shortness of 
breath. 


One of the serious «Heels of 
wood alcohol is to produoe a don* 
gerous amount of add Ia the 
blood. This condition, known as 
acidosis, m ay rapidly cause 
death. 
Wood alcohol poisoning Is easy 
to prevent. The safe rule Is to 
drink only government approved 
alcoholic beverages, and avoid 
any and all homemade or bootleg 
liquors. 
Hospital Treatment 
Once wood alcohol has been 
drunk, the stomach must be 
washed out as rapidly as possible 
with a stomach pump. The acid 
formation in the blood should be 
stopped by injecting bicarbonate 
of soda In the veins, and also giv­ 
ing it by mouth. This Is usually 
done in a hospital. 
However, even with the most 
careful treatm ent, wood aloohol 
has a tendency to be retained for 
a long time, and the symptoms 
may return fairly often. Modem 
methods of giving an alkaline 
substance, such as bicarbonate 
of soda, can prevent many of the 
severe disturbances if caught 
early enough. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
F. W.: My womb Is in the wrong 
position and is pushed back on 
to my back. Will it require sur­ 
gery to correct this? 
Answer: Most cases of a mis­ 
placed womb do require surgery, 
particularly if severe symptoms, 
such as backache, stomach pains, 
painful menstruation and severe 
discharge are present.

DIPLOMATIC FAILURE - Al-

and a sellout to Russia, the gen­ 
erally unrecognized fact is that 
both pacts have been repudiated 
by President Truman, Acheson 
and the American Congress.

In John 6:12 Jesus said: “ Gather 
up the fragments that remain, that 
nothing be lost.” New Testament 
teaching shows that in the Bible, 
a§ in all human ethics, waste is 
considered immoral. The law' of na­ 
ture says, “Waste not, want not.” 
We will continue to have waste 
in our government so long as we 
have the loose “tax and spend” 
policies of recent times. 
And the waste will be hurtful to] 
every one of us when it is on such 
a grand scale as we now have it 
in Washington. 
The following items show you the 
price we taxpayers must pay for a 
government that is growing with 
leaps and bounds and becoming 
more careless and wasteful every 
day. 
A Congressional committee re­ 
cently made a study of the cost of 
just dismissing Federal employes 
Apparently the Committee got 
in 
over its head. It found that one 
bureau had run up a cost of $10,000 
just to lay off 32 employees! But 
when other facts were learned they 
made this bureau seem thrifty in 
comparison to others. 
More than 1,550 personnel actions 
(red tape) had to be taken in an­ 
other bureau when it was ordered 
to cut 164 employees from its work 
force. Four months were spent in 
the red tape work preparatory to 
dismissing the 164. Meantime, 399 
persons voluntarily quit to t a k e 
work elsehwere. 
• • 
• 


ONLY 25 of the original 165 ac­ 
tually were laid off at the end of 
the four months of red tape work 
necessary to discharge them. The 
Committee found that to merely 
fire these particular 25 employees, 
it cost the taxpayers$l,300 
p e r 
employee separated! 
But this didn’t count the really 
big expense of the firing. The di­ 
rect administrative cost of laying 
off these 25 people ran to around 
13,000 man hours, or $33,500! And 
the bureau officials themselves es­ 
timated the indrect costs at $125,- 
000. Therefore the taxpayerhad to 
pay $158,500 for dismissing 25 per­ 
sons from the Federal payroll! 
Note: Expenses of the Commerce 
Department rose from $7,5 million 
in 1940 to $863 million in i950. 
The average housewife keeps 
about a pound of coffee in her 
cupboard. 
The Federal government’s De- 
fnese Department stored up 144 
million pounds of coffee—about 50 
pounds for each person in the Arm­ 
ed Forces. 
The little woman who shops for 
the family buys approximately an 
ounce and a half of black pepper 
a year for each member of her 
fam ily. But during a nine-months 
period, our Federal government 
bought nearly two pounds for every 
member of the Army! 
In the average home there is us­ 
ually an extra supply of light bulbs 
—five or six is the usual surplus. 
But one government agency bought 
and kept a 93-year supply on hand! 
Note: In the Department of In­ 
terior, expenses rose from $71 mil­ 
lion in 1940 to $568 million in 1950. 
• • 
• 
THE AVERAGE working man in 
private employment takes a b o u t 
three weeks off each year for va­ 
cations and illness. 
A study of 48,000 employees in 
four Federal departments revealed 
an average off-duty work record of 
seven work weeks a year — with 
pay! 
Automobiles bought by the tax­ 
payers and operated 
by 
Federal 
bureau employees cost a l m o s t 
twice as much to operate as your 
family car does. 
The governmentoperates 190.000 
non-military automobiles at a year­ 
ly operation and maintenance cost 
of $526 each. The American Auto­ 
mobile Association estimates $350 
as the average upkeep cost of the 
family car. 
Note: Expenses of the Depart­ 
ment of Labor rose from $18 mil­ 
lion in 1940 to $257 
million in 
1950! 
Any American citizen can go to 
the 
nearest 
newsstand or 
drug 
store and get a 50-cent magazine 
for 50 cents. The Federal govern­ 
ment pays $10.50 for a 50-cent mag­ 
azine. Bookkeeping costs and red 
tape average $10 on every 
pur­ 
chase. 
The non-partisan Hoover Com­ 
mission found that the government 
wastes $1 out of every $10 spent. 
With an $80-billion budget, t h a t 
means $8 billion wasted—enough to 
build 1 million modern five-room 
homes at today’s high prices! 
Waste in government will contin­ 
ue until citizens stop it by taking 
a more active part in their gov­ 
ernment.

Why 
not portal-to portal, from home to 
the polling place and back? Why 
not include a sandwich and a beer? 
Anything goes these day*.

Adlai 'Untutored' For Job 


# PITTSBURGH, Oct. 28-tft—Gen 
Dwight D. Eisenhower has opened 
a new line of attack on Gov. Adlai

The infant industry born on a 
cold Feb. 13, in 1947, when Ludac 
No. I oil well in Alberta spurted 
forth a mud, oil and gas gusher 
before the excited eyes of 500 cold 
w atchers, has in five astounding 
years become a giant. 
By late 1950 the 1.127-mile In­ 
terprovincial pipeline from Red­ 
w ater, near A lberta’s capital of 
Edmonton, had been completed to 
Superior, VVis. After spring thaws 
In 1951, 
new 
620-foot tankers, 
among the largest in the world, 
■tarted hauling their 115,000-barrel 
loads of crude oil through the 
G reat Lakes to huge refineries at 
Sarnia, Ont., across the St. Clair 
river from Michigan. 
rn rn rn 
LAST October, bulldozers and 
ditching 
machines started Can­ 
ada* first big oil products pipe­ 
line from the Sarnia refineries to 
Toronto, via London and with a 
spur line to the big industrial port 
city of Hamilton. 
This 200-mile line is expected 
to sta rt operation late this year. 
Its ultim ate capacity will be 29,000 
barrels a day. It will carry gaso­ 
line, Diesel oil and fuel oils direct 
to Canada’s second largest city 
far from the Alberta wells that 
produce the crude petroleum. 
Another oil pipeline from Mon­ 
treal to Toronto and Hamilton is 


in the planning stage, but its prod­ 
ucts will be refined in Montreal

ENORMOUS quantities of natu­

considered. 
N atural gas was an 
explosive issue in A lberta's elec­ 
tions. 
The provincial governm ent hopes 
to attra c t large chemical and plas­ 
tic industries and wishes to be 
certain th at native natural gas 
will supply all needs in Alberta 
before shipping this precious re- 
, source outside. 
A billion dollars have gone into 
oil explorations, and in the next 
three or four years another billion 
is expected to develop many new 
wells and greatly Increase proven 
reserves. 
Three possible new m arket re­ 
gions are being carefully evaluated 
for the new Canadian oil, two in 
the United States. These are the 
United States Pacific northwest, 
the Minnesota area and the Mon­ 
treal region. Canadians estim ate 
that by 1955 the United States P a­ 
cific northw est will need 300,000 
barrels of petroleum products a 
day, th a t Minnesota will need an 
I even greater amount, and th at 


Montreal will require 150.000 bar­ 
rels a day. 
Canadians face the barrier of 
United States tariffs of 21 cents 
a barrel. This is equivalent in coat 
to sending the same barrel of oil 
800 miles in a tanker. This tariff 
complicates their problem of com­ 
peting in United States markets 
with our native oil products. 
C urrent thinking is that the 
United States Pacific northwest 
may be Canada’s most promising 
new m arket. Big refineries are be­ 
ing constructed at Vancouver to 
be ready when Canada crude start* 
pouring through the transmoun- 
lain pipeline early in 1954. 
Canada’* big oil development hts 
had far-reaching effects. Numer­ 
ous homes have installed oil burn­ 
ers. 
Locomotives in the praises 
now burn oil. Vast quantities of 
equipment and supplies have to be 
m anufactured for the oil industry. 
Imperial Oil alone in 1950 placed 
some $57 million worth of orders 
with 6,348 Canadian companies. 
Pipeline requirem ents have . been 
enormous.

At almost any moment I ex­ 
pect him to ask whether vested 
interests are still wearing frock 
coats. 
M> friend is trying very hard 
not to be the Edward Arnold type 
of kingmaker—overbearing, de­ 
manding, dictatorial. I suspect he 
thinks of himself more as the 
Ronald Coleman type—quiet, sub­ 
tle, restrained and yet firm in 
keeping his hands on the reins 
of history. 
He tries not to act differently 
in public. But riding the sub­ 
ways, he

thinking: 
Isn t it a dramatic irony? Here 
are all these people talking about 
and reading about the campaign 
and little do they know that the 
deceptively plain - looking man 
next to them is a power behind 
the throne.

Fishing Rights 
Cause Squabble 


ISTANBUL (AP) - Turkey and 
Greece — close military partners 
in NATO — are trying to patch up 
a neighborly quarrel over fishing 
rights in the historic Aegean Sea 
Every now and then the Turkish 
coast guard fires on and captures 
a Greek fishing trawler on charges 
of poaching in Turkish coastal wa­ 
ters. Sometimes a fisherman is 
wounded. Small fines or a month’s 
imprisonment may follow. 
The bickering goes on despite a 
recently signed agreement between 
the two countries regulating fishing 
off the Turkish coast. Neither the 
Turkish nor Greek parliament has 
ratified this as yet, and it’s likely 
to be revised at further talks. 
It’s not openly admitted by either 
side but in the background is a 
Turkish attempt to control wida- 
spread smuggling including drug 
traffic, carried on by well-organii- 
ed groups. The smugglers, inform­ 
ants say, use high-speed, fishing 
trawlers.

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By the time the baby is a year 
of age he may be able to feed him 
self or help feed himself solid foods 
or semi-solid foods. He can hold his | 
own bottle while lying down with it. 
With the excellent 
prepared 
foods in small cans or jars h£ 
can’t so easily help himself, and 
the sensible mother does not en- 
J 
courage him to do so till consid­ 
erably later. 
Also, she may not find it prac­ 
tical when he is only twelve months 
old to let him eat cereal alone. You 
see, his early self-feeding is with 
his bare hands, though he can learn 
to handle a spoon earlier t h a n ! 
most mothers suppose. 
Yet this baby needs experience 
at chewing, and as prepared strain­ 
ed foods are so convenient, he can; 
be kept on them too long for suf­ 
ficient chewing experience. 
However, around the age of a 
year or earlier, the wise mother 
lets him have, after his regular 
feeding, some small pieces of toast 
(almost crumbs), zweibach, flakes 
of dry cereal, cooked c h o p p e d 
meat, or shredded chicken or beef, 
i even small cylinders of cooked car 
rots and the like. He enjoys picking 
up these bits of food with his fin 
gers and eating them from the tray 
of his high chair.

AND WHAT satisfaction he may 
have from gnawing at a chicken 
bone stripped of dangerous parti.

THE BRITISH ARE STILL congratulat­ 
ing themselves on the “great success’’ of 
their first atomic weapon test in the Monte 
Bellos Islands off Australia. Americans do 
not begrudge them their intense feeling of 
satisfaction. We are rather boastful our­ 
selves, when we set off a new a t o m i c 
gadget. The test off Australia is serving to 
restore British feelings of pride and self­ 
confidence, which have suffered some rude 
shocks since the war. That is all to the net 
advantage of the Anglo-American alliance. 
London dispatches disclose that studies 
are being made for the installation of im­ 
proved atomic breeder equipment at Har­ 
well, center of British atomic activities. 
Under proper “breeding” it is estimated 
that IO tons of uranium could meet all the 
power requirements of the United King­ 
dom for a vear. 
t 
Like so much else affecting peaceful use 
of atomic heat, progress at Harwell is 
bound to be slow. Several large British in­ 
dustrial concerns have been approached to 
help in the reactor program, but are at 
present disinterested. Their first concern is 
in rearmament or the export trade, not in 
the at present remote commercial possibil­ 
ities of atomic power. In this as in other 
important fields of human welfare, prog­ 
ress must await disarmament, which de­ 
pends upon a secure peace. 


IRAN’S FUTURE 
WHAT THE FUTURE HOLDS for Iran, 
now that diplomatic relations with Great 
Britain have been severed, is not evident. 
No oil is being produced and none is in 
sight. 
Inasmuch as Iranian national revenues 
depend, to a major extent, on oil revenues, 
the financial plight of the Iranian govern­ 
ment is bound to deteriorate further. 
Severance of one of its important West­ 
ern ties can bring no benefit to Iran, other 
than an immediate sense of vengeance to 
Dr. Mossadegh and his fanatical followers. 
It is certain that the Iranian government 
and the mass of the population do not want 
to become a satellite of the Soviet Union, i 
Yet Communism will find opportunities in 
the retrogressing state of the I r a n i a n 
masses, in the deterioration of morale in 
Iran’s governmental services and in t h e 
prolonged impasse with the Anglo-Ameri­ 
can countries, which want nothing so much 
as to get Iranian oil into production again 
and to save Iran from plunging toward na­ 
tional suicide. 


I see by the papers that Frank Sinatra 
and his wife have had a fight. . . 
Can you imagine that! 
One hundred and twenty-two thousand 
American 
casualties 
in 
Korea; 
21,000 
dead; the truce talks a failure! Our major­ 
ity in the United Nations is cut. 
But

have fought and so has Lana Turner. 
Nearly 375.000 coal miners are on strike. 
The labor members of the War Stabiliza­ 
tion Board accuse the public members of 
violating the law. Reports are afloat that 
Dr. John R. Stedman in the White House 
engineered the miners’ rise of $1.90 an hour 
I so that John L. Lewis would support Adlai 
Stevenson. Who knows what these politi­ 
cians can do? The coal strike is already 
producing lay-offs on the railroads. If it 
lasts long, steel may have to shut down. 
But do not worry, my friends, Frank Sin­ 
atra has had a fight with his wife, Ava. 
That is important. Ask your youngsters for 
Frank Sinatra’s biography and then a s k 
them about Benjamin Franklin. T i m e s 
change, say the youngsters.

Wood Alcohol Safe In Your Car 
But Deadly In Your Stomach 


By MIRMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 


NOT so long ago, newspapers 
were carrying the story about 
forty-one persons who died from 
drinking wood alcohol. The moral 
of this story is: Don’t let it hap­ 
pen to you! 
Wood or methyl alcohol Is safe 
In your radiator, but not In your 
body, where it is a deadly poison. 
Ethyl alcohol, the type used in 
alcoholic drinks and medicines, 
does not cause such dangerous 
reactions. 
Adulterated Beverages 
Usually, wood alcohol poison­ 
ing is caused by drinking adul­ 
terated beverages which are not 
bottled under the supervision of 
the government. 
At one time this type of poison­ 
ing was very common. It is not 
too rare to hear of a case even 
today, but strict government reg- J 
ulatlona on the m anufacture of 
alcohol have cut down the num ­ 
ber of poisonings. 
Trouble in seeing Is one of the 
first symptoms a person has after 
drinking wood alcohol. His vision 
may be blurred, and the light 
may irritate his eyes. Temporary , 
blindness 
can 
also occur. 
In I 
severe cases, irritation to th e ! 
nerves of the eye may cause 
perm anent blindness. 
O ther Results 
The victim usually has severe 
abdominal paint with nausea and 
vomiting. He feels weak and 
dizzy, complains of headache, 
and may suffer from shortness of 
breath. 


One of the serious effects et 
wood alcohol is to product a dan­ 
gerous am ount of acid In the 
blood. This condition, known es 
acidosis, m ay rapidly cause 
death. 
Wood alcohol poisoning Is easy 
to prevent. The safe rule is to 
drink only government approved 
alcoholic beverages, and avoid 
any and all homemade or bootleg 
liquors. 
Hospital Treatment 
Once wood alcohol has been 
drunk, the stomach must be 
washed out as rapidly as possible 
with a stomach pump. The acid 
formation in the blood should be 
•topped by Injecting bicarbonate 
of soda in the veins, and alao giv­ 
ing it by mouth. This is usually 
done in a hospital. 
However, even with the molt 
careful treatm ent, wood alcohol 
has a tendency to be retained for 
a long time, and the symptoms 
may return fairly often. Modern 
methods of giving an alkaline 
substance, such as bicarbonate 
of soda, can prevent many of the 
severe disturbances if caught 
early enough. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
F. W.: My womb is in the wrong 
position and is pushed back on 
to my back. Will it require eur- 
gery to correct this? 
Answer: Most cases of a mis­ 
placed womb do require surgery, 
particularly if severe symptoms, 
such as backache, stom ach pains, 
painful m enstruation and severe 
discharge are present.

In view of Ike's role in liberating 
Europe and building a postwar 
defense organization, this is one 
of the curious developments of 
the campaign. 
Secretary Acheron has notified 
European capitals that he cannot 
guarantee continued financial aid 
after June 30, 1953. In a certain 
sense, this is only a routine not­ 
ice that the outgoing Truman ad­ 
ministration can give no assur­ 
ance that the next Congress will

and economic assistance to our 
allies.

OVERSEAS PROGRAM — But 
the odd fact is that State has 
never before issued such a warn­ 
ing. It is also strange that the 
notice should be given on the eve 
of the election, and almost four 
months before the next Congress 
convenes. Furtherm ore, General 
Eisenhower has indicated that he 
favors the overseas program, al­ 
though he may trim it for bud­ 
getary reasons, if elected. 
In addition to issuing this warn­ 
ing, Acheron is slowing down on

But for­ 
eign interests and propagandists 
oo have considerable influence in 
certain political, financial and in­ 
dustrial 
circles, 
which 
profit 
from orders based on American 
loans and grants. 
Finally, and contrary to Eisen­ 
hower's campaign pledges, it cre­ 
ates the impression that he will 
pursue an isolationist policy, if 
he reaches the White House.

DIPLOMATIC FAILURE — Al­ 
though Stevenson and the Demo­ 
cratic platform praise and de­ 
fend the 
Yalta 
and 
Potsdam 
agreements, while the GGP con­ 
demns them as tragic blunders 
and a sellout to Russia, the gen­ 
erally unrecognized fact is that 
both pacts have been repudiated 
by President Truman, Acheson 
and the American Congress. It 
amounts to an admission of dip­ 
lomatic failure. 
The original Truman-Acheson- 
Stevenson version was that these 


secret arrangem ents, which were 
never submitted to the Senate for 
approval, would have operated 
satisfactorily, if Stalin had not 
doublecrossed his World War II 
Allies, 
especially 
the

States, 
They scoffed at the contention 
that, by these agreements, we 
had betrayed China and other na­ 
tions, especially Poland, which 
now lie behind the iron curtain.

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Looking 
Ahead

In John 6:12 Jesus said: “ Gather 
up the fragments that remain, that 
nothing be lost,” New Testament 
teaching shows that in the Bible, 
a§ rn all human ethics, waste is 
considered immoral. The law of na­ 
ture says, “ Waste not, want not.” 
We will continue to have waste 
in our government so long as we 
have the loose “tax and spend” 
policies of recent times. 
And the waste will be hurtful to 
every one of us when it is on such 
a grand scale as we now have it 
in Washington. 
The following items show you the 
price we taxpayers must pay for a 
government that is growing with 
leaps and bounds and becoming 
more careless and wasteful every 
day. 
A Congressional committee re­ 
cently made a study of the cost of 
just dismissing Federal employes 
Apparently the Committee got rn 
over its head. It found that one 
bureau had run up a cost of $10,000 
just to lay off 32 employees! But 
when other facts were learned they 
made this bureau seem thrifty in 
comparison to others. 
More than 1,550 personnel actions 
(red tape) had to be taken in an­ 
other bureau when it was ordered 
to cut 164 employees from its work 
force. Four months were spent in 
the red tape work preparatory to 
dismissing the 164. Meantime, 399 
persons voluntarily quit to t a k e 
work elsehwere. 


ONLY 25 of the original 165 ac­ 
tually were laid off at the end of 
the four months of red tape work 
necessary to discharge them. The 
Committee found that to merely 
fire these particular 25 employees, 
it cost the taxpayers$1.300 
p e r 
employee separated! 
But this didn't count the really 
big expense of the firing. The di­ 
rect administrative cost of laying 
off these 25 people ran to around 
13,000 man hours, or $33,500! And 
the bureau officials themselves es­ 
timated the indrect costs at $125,- 
000. Therefore the taxpayerhad to 
pay $158,500 for dismissing 25 per­ 
sons from the Federal payroll! 
Note: Expenses of the Commerce 
Department rose from $75 million 
in 1940 to $863 million in 1950. 
The average housewife keep* 
about a pound of coffee in her 
cupboard. 
The Federal government’s De- 
fnese Department stored up 144 
million pounds of coffee—about 50 
pounds for each person in the Arm­ 
ed Forces. 
The little woman who shops for 
the family buys approximately an 
ounce and a half of black pepper 
a year for each member of her 
family. But during a nine-months 
period, our Federal government 
bought nearly two pounds for every: 
member of the Army! 
In the average home there is us ] 
ually an extra supply of light bulbs 
—five or six is the usual surplus. 
But one government agency bought 
and kept a 93-year supply cm hand! 
Note: In the Department of In­ 
terior. expenses rose from $71 mil­ 
lion in 1940 to $568 million in 1950. 
• • • 
THE: AVE RAGE working man in 
private employment takes a b o u t 
three weeks off each year for va­ 
cations and illness. 
A study of 48,000 employees in 
four Federal departments revealed 
an average off duty work record of 
seven work weeks a year — with 
pay! 
Automobiles bought by the tax 
payers and operated by Federal 
bureau employees cost a l m o s t 
twice as much to operate as your 
family car does. 
The governmentoperates 190.000 
non military automobiles at a year­ 
ly operation and maintenance cost 
of $526 each. The American Auto­ 
mobile Association estimates $350 
as the average upkeep co«t of the 
family car. 
Note: Expenses of the Depart­ 
ment of Labor rose from $18 mil­
